The 
British  system  of  government  can  harmonize 
such  seeming  inconsistencies,  which  are 
bound  up  in  the  personal  relationships  ex- 
isting between  Members  of  Parliament.  Long 
may  they  continue  to  he  this  way.  They 
are  perhaps  the  best  safeguard  we  have  against 
internecine  strife.
